1 . To be passed as fit for appointment a candidatc must be in 
good mental and bodily hcalth and free from any physical defect 
likely to interfere with the efficient performance of thc duties of his 
appointment .

( ii) with subjects over 25 years of age the general rule of 110 

plus halt the agc scems quite salisiactory . 
N . B . - As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 and diastolic 
over 90 should be regarded as suspicious and the candidate should 
bc hospitalised by the Board beforc giving thcir final opinion re 
garding the candidatc s fitness or otherwise . The hospitalization 
report should indicatc whether the risc in blood pressure is of a 
transient nature (luc tu excitement etc . or whether it is due to any 
organic disease . In all such cases X -Ray and electrocardiographic 
examinations of heart and blood urea ilcarancc test should also be 
donc as a routine . The final decision as to the fitness or otherwise 
of a candidate will, however , rest with thic Medical Board only ,

For the yei vices concerned with the safcty of the Public , c . 4 . 
pilots , driver s , guards etc ., the higher grade of colour vision is 
cosential but for the lower grade of colour vision should be con 
widered sufficient . The same standards of colour vision should be 
applicable in respect of all Engineering personnel in whosc case 
colour perception is considered essential irrespective of the fact 
whether their duties involve field work or not. 


Methol of taking Blood Pressure . 

The mercury manomcter type of instrument should be used as a 
rulc. The mcásureincnt should not be taken within aſteen luinutes 
ot any exercise or excitement . Provided the patient and particularly 
his arm , is relaxed , he may be either lying or witting, the arm is 
supported comfortably at the patient s side in a more or less horizontal 
position . The arin Whould be freed from clothes to the shoulder . 
Thc cuff completely deflateel, should be applied with the middle of 
the rubber over the inner side of the arm , and its lower « lge an 
inch or two abovc the hand of the elbow . The following turns of 
cloth bandage should spread cvenly over the bag to avoid bulglig 
during inflation . 

The lyrachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend of the 
elbow and the stethicscope is then applied liglıtly and centrally 
over it below , but not in contact with the cuff. The cuffls inflated 
to about 200 m . in . Hy , and then slowly deflated . The level at wluch 
the column stands when soft successive younds are hcard rcprcsents 
the Systolic Pressure . When mort air is allowed to cscape the 
sounds will be hard to increase in intensity . The level at which lie 
well-hcard ( lear sounds change to soft mullecl fading sound repre 
sents the diastolic pressure . The measurements should be taken in 
a fairly bricf period of time as prolonged pressure of the cuff is 
Irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings . Rcchecking , 
if ncccssary , should be done only a few minutes after complete de 
llation of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff is deflated sounds are 
heard at a certain level; thcy may disappear as pressure falls and 
rcappear at a still lower level. This Silent Gap may cause eitor in 
reading ). 

8 . The urine (passcd in the presence of the examiner ) should be 
examined and the result recorded . Whcrc a Medical Board firds 
sugar present in a candidate s urine by the usual chemical tests ; the 
Board will proceed with the examination with all its othcr aspects 
and will also specially note any signs or symptoms suggestive of 
diabetcs . If , except for the glycosuria , the Board Ands the candidate 
conformy to the standard of medical fitness required they may pass 
thic candidate " fit subjcct to the Glycosuria lxing non -diabetic and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in Medicine 
who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal.
